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Man found guilty of 
murder in burglary

A SOUTHEND man has 
been found guilty of killing 
a man during a burglary in 
Southend. 

Unemployed John 

Nafzger, 40, from Westbury 
Road, was found guilty of 
one count of manslaughter 
and one count of robbery 
last Friday, at Southwark 
Crown Court. 

Police launched a murder 
enquiry after Christopher 
Ryan was found with serious 
head injuries inside his flat 
in Coleman Street, on 
Thursday, November 17, 
2011. The 45-year-old man 
died from his injuries a few 
days later in hospital. 

Nafzger and 24-year-old, 
unemployed, Christopher 
Walker, from Mansted 
Gardens, in Rochford, were 
arrested later that day. 

Walker was found guilty of 
one count of robbery. 

Senior investigating offi¬ 
cer, DI Martin Pasmore, 
from the Kent & Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate, 
said the pair had planned to 
steal cannabis and, in order 


to do so, they would have to 
overpower Mr Ryan. 

He said: “Last November, 
they saw him enter his block 
of flats and, while 
Christopher used the lift, 
they used the stairs to get 
ahead of him. 

“They waited out of sight 
for him to open the front 
door of his flat before over¬ 
powering him. 

“John Nafzger assaulted 
Christopher at the entrance 
door of the flat as well as in 
the living room before steal¬ 
ing his cannabis and mobile 
phone. 

“The two men then fled the 
scene, leaving Christopher 
with severe head injuries 
from which he later died. 

“It is no secret that 
Christopher had problems 
with drug addiction and this 
is something he was 
ashamed of. 

“This led to him being 
estranged from his family as 
he did not want to bring his 
problems to their door. 

“Christopher’s family 
always hoped that one day he 
would deal with his addic¬ 
tion and feel able to be part 


of the family again. 

“Sadly that chance has 
been taken away from them 
and I only hope that the 


findings of the jury began 
the process of closure for 
them.” 

Both men have been fur¬ 


ther remanded in court cus¬ 
tody prior to their sentencing 
back at the same court on 
Monday, September 10.

Lenient jail term for teen ‘coerced’ into drug dealing 


A JUVENILE has been given a 
lenient jail sentence after a judge 
heard he had been forced to deal 
drugs in Southend by a dangerous 
Somali gang. 

The case was exclusively 
revealed by the Yellow Advertiser 
last month. 

The teenager, who cannot be 
named, sold drugs to cops on six 
occasions in November 2011, who 
were posing as addicts as part of 
Operation RASP. 

The boy initially pleaded not 
guilty to the charges, citing the 
defence of duress. 

Basildon Crown Court heard a 
group of Somali men had 
befriended him and bought him 


clothes and dinners, then told him 
the gifts had not been free and that 
he would have to work off his debt. 

He told jurors in his trial last 
month that the gang turned when 
he went to their flat and saw a gun. 

He said the men had threatened 
to harm his mother and his sib¬ 
lings. He claimed he was sent on 
his first drug deal that night and 
carried out one or two deals every 
day until they let him go. 

The teen told the court he was 
forced to sleep on the floor, fed 
every day with takeaway chicken 
and did not even have a change of 
clothes. 

He told Judge David Owen- 
Jones: “I was stinking, sir.” 


The teenager said that after 
roughly two months, a member of 
the gang was arrested and they 
learned that a police operation was 
going on in the area. 

He said the gang became scared 
that he would speak to the police if 
he was arrested and turned him 
loose. 

He bought an airline ticket and 
fled the country for three months 
but was arrested upon his return to 
the UK in March. 

In his police interview, he said: 
“It was like they ain’t got no heart. 
I think a person with heart couldn’t 
do that. 

“Still, every time I go to sleep, I 
think about them too much. It was 


the worst days of my life.” 

The boy pleaded not guilty to the 
charges, but on the third day of his 
trial he changed his pleas after 
learning he would serve minimal 
jail time. 

He was sentenced at Basildon 
Crown Court last Thursday. 

Judge David Owen-Jones said he 
accepted that the boy had been 
coerced and sentenced him to 10 
months in a young offenders insti¬ 
tute. 

The boy will serve half of the 
sentence, minus 128 days already 
spent on remand. 

As such, he will be released in 
about one month, allowing him to 
re-enter education in September.

Landlords fined

TWO LANDLORDS of Southend houses have 
been fined for flouting the law. 

Sukhbir Singh Sandhu, 57, of Cranley Road, 
Westcliff, was convicted at Southend Magistrates 
Court on Wednesday, July 11, of running an unli¬ 
censed multiple occupied (HMO) property in 
York Road. 

Sandhu did not attend court or submit any mit¬ 
igation so was found guilty in his absence, fined 
£1,500, plus £270 costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

The York Road property is on three storeys with 
one ground floor self-contained flat, plus nine 
bedsits sharing one bathroom with toilet, one 
shower room and one separate toilet. 

Under the Housing Act 2004, such HMO’s must 
be licensed, and Local Authorities must take steps 
to ensure that licence applications are made. 

Southend Council was in regular contact with 
Sandhu from November 2011 and made him well 
aware of his legal obligations. 

Despite the guidance given, he continued to 
issue multiple tenancies within the property - 
bringing it into the mandatory licensing scheme. 

In addition to the fine and costs incurred, 
Sandhu must now apply for an HMO licence 
nominating an independent third party to be the 
both licence holder and the person in control of 
this property. 

The Council also has the power to apply to the 
Residential Property Tribunal for a Rent 
Repayment Order (RRO). 

This could re-claim all Housing Benefit paid 
for accommodation at the property during the 
period when the offence was committed. 

On the same day at Southend Magistrates 
Court, Kathleen Mary Beechey, 66, of Andrew 
Street Properties Ltd, Sebastian Avenue, 
Shenfield, admitted failing to comply with condi¬ 
tions on an HMO licence for a four storey prop¬ 
erty in London Road, Westcliff. 

This has commercial premises on the ground 
floor, with a three-storey HMO above comprising 
six bedsits, two with en-suite shower on each 


floor, each sharing a toilet with a 
wash hand basin. 

Beechey was given one month 
from the date of her HMO licence to 
supply a fire alarm test certificate 
and emergency lighting test certifi¬ 
cate, a Portable Appliance Test cer¬ 
tificate, and the Electrical Inspection 
Report, covering the safety of the 
electrical power and lighting installa¬ 
tion. 

All these documents are required to 
prove that the property is safe for 
occupiers and their visitors, and the 


Council should have received the 
paperwork by January 20 this year. 

In February, council staff contacted 
the fire alarm company directly to 
check that the fire alarm and emer¬ 
gency lighting were working satis¬ 
factorily, but no other documents 
were received. 

Following the case Beechey can no 
longer hold the licence for the prop¬ 
erty, but must apply for an HMO 
licence nominating an independent 
third party to hold the licence and 
control this property.

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Two men

A RAID by the UK 
Border Agency at a 
restaurant in 
Southchurch 
resulted in two 
arrests. 

Officers from the 
Local Immigration 
Team for Essex 
and Herts visited 
the Southchurch 
Tandoori, in 
Southchurch Road, 
last Wednesday at 
6.30pm. 

Checks revealed 
that one member 
of staff, a 22-year- 
old man from 
Bangladesh, had 
overstayed his visa. 

He has been 
taken into UK 
Border Agency 
detention pending 
his removal from 
the country. 

Officers found 
another offender 
living in 
accommodation 
above the 

restaurant. Checks 
revealed the 37- 
year-old Pakistani 
man, who was not 
employed by the 
restaurant, had 
overstayed his visa. 

The man had 
about £6,000 
stored in a safe in 
his room. Officers 
detained the 
money under the 
Proceeds of Crime 
Act and the cash 
will now be the 
subject of a 
forfeiture hearing. 

UK Border 
Agency officer 
Emma Engutsamy 
said the agency 
would seek to 
remove people 
from the UK if 
they thought they 
were here illegally. 

She said: “Where 
we find cash which 
we believe may 
have been illegally 
earned we will 
investigate and 
work to ensure it is 
returned to the 
public purse. 

“We want those 
who abuse the 
immigration 
system to leave the 
UK and we aim to 
ensure they leave 
with no illegally- 
earned money. 

“We are looking 
to target the 
employers who 
take on illegal 
workers and who 
encourage illegal 
immigration in the 
process.” 

The restaurant 
faces a potential 
fine of up to 
£10,000 unless it 
can prove that the 
appropriate pre¬ 
employment 
checks were 
carried out on the 
illegal worker, such 
as seeing a 
passport or Home 
Office document. 


Egg Watch success 


VOLUNTEERS at Two Tree Island 
nature reserve have been helping 
boost avocet numbers by protecting 
the nesting sites. 

The avocet is a striking coastal 
bird, a black and white wader with a 
long, up-curved black beak. 

Two Tree Island is one the 20 sites 
in which avocets breed in Essex. 

Avocets are targeted by egg 
thieves - but since 2006 Essex 
Wildlife Trust has successfully 
helped to protect the breeding avo¬ 
cet population on the island with 
the help of hundreds of volunteers 
who have taken part in a coordinat¬ 
ed Egg Watch. 

Breeding common terns, oyster- 
catchers, redshanks and black¬ 


headed gulls are also watched over 
by the volunteers. 

This year more than 80 volunteers 
helped with the rota of watches, 
which ran from Monday, April 16, 
to Friday, June 15. 

Last year many eggs were stolen 
by an egg thief but this spring, 
thanks to the volunteers, hatchings 
were noticeably up on last year's 
figures. 

Louise Morris, Southend’s envi¬ 
ronmental projects manager, work¬ 
ing in partnership with Essex 
Wildlife Trust and Southend 
Council, said Avocet Watch suc¬ 
cessfully ensured that a high num¬ 
ber of Avocets eggs hatched this 
year.

IT IS not every day that I have 
a part in a multi-million pound 
spending decision, although my 
role in the debate about the 
Cliffs Museum was quite small 
really; I am not a member of 
Southend-on-Sea Borough 
Council’s Development Control 
Committee (DCC) and so had 
no vote. 

I am disappointed in the out¬ 
come, but have no complaint 


about the process. I spoke my 
piece, was politely listened to, 
and I do not doubt that my 
views were weighed up with 
the other opinions that were 
expressed. 

I have faith in democracy and 
must respect decisions, 
whichever way they go. Some 
others, like me opposed to the 
planned museum, cried foul 
when the vote went against us - 
I suspect they would have 
remained silent had our view 
won out. 

So, what now? The council 
has to find a lot of money 
somehow. The exact amount 
varies, but the minimum is £35 
million, and £50 million could 
easily be exceeded. 

These sums will not be easy 
to come by. Those who cher¬ 
ished the area and are opposed 
to the plans will continue to 
oppose, and hope that the 
money is not forthcoming. 

My opposition centred 
around the loss of a green 
space, and no amount of land¬ 
scaping will hide the fact that 
much will be concreted over. 
There are other objections, not 
least over the viability of the 
plans and the suitability of the 
chosen site. 

Many in Milton ward have 
woken up to the fact the voting 
in local elections is important, 
for the 17 members of the 
DCC, who decided the fate of 
this planning application, were 
all in place to do so because of 
the votes, and apathy, of the 
residents of Southend. 
Development decisions should 
not be pre-judged, but opinions 


about green areas, over-crowd¬ 
ing, in-character development 
can be expressed without prej¬ 
udicing any decision. Voters 
can ask their candidates for 
their views, and the candidates 
should be judged, and voted for 
or against, accordingly.

Parting

D IRECTOR Christopher 
Nolan completes his dark 
and brooding trilogy based 
on the DC Comics crime-fighter 
in suitably grandiose fashion, 
delivering not only the longest film 
in the series but also the most 
brutal, violent and satisfying. 

Replete with more than an hour 
of footage shot on I MAX cameras 
to enhance picture quality and 
truly immerse the audience in the 
pulse-quickening action, The 
Dark Knight Rises ends Nolan’s 
tenure on a giddy high. 

It’s to the London-born film¬ 
maker’s credit that he resisted 
the urge to jump on the 3D 
bandwagon for the caped cru¬ 
sader’s swansong. 

Certainly, the breathlessly 
orchestrated action sequences, 
including the spectacular opening 
aboard a huge C-130 Hercules 
transport plane, would draw big¬ 
ger gasps in 
the eye¬ 
popping for¬ 
mat. 

However, 

Nolan has 
always 
focused on 
the charac¬ 
ters and 
their twisted 
psycholo¬ 
gies, and he 
puts all of 
them and us through the emo¬ 
tional wringer in this final chapter, 


co-written by his brother 
Jonathan. 

Christian Bale brings typical 
intensity to the title role and the 
tender bond with Sir Michael 
Caine’s lackey continues to tug 
heartstrings. 

Thankfully, Tom Hardy’s elec¬ 
tronic vocals have been improved 
since the early trailers for the film 
so his masked villain is largely 
intelligible and Anne Hathaway 
slinks away from Michelle 
Pfeiffer’s memorable portrayal of 
Catwoman but still purrs some 
choice one-liners. 

It is eight years since Batman 
falsely assumed responsibility for 
the death of District Attorney 
Harvey Dent (Aaron Eckhart) in 
order to bring the anti-crime leg¬ 
islation into effect and crush 
Gotham’s criminal fraternity. 

The caped crusader is a fading 
memory and crippled billionaire 
Bruce Wayne (Bale) has become

Ghul (Liam Neeson) and destroy 
Gotham and its money-oriented 
denizens. 

A dastardly plot unfolds but 
Bruce is physically and mentally 
unable to stop gangs of gun-tot¬ 
ing mercenaries from overwhelm¬ 
ing Commissioner Gordon (Gary 
Oldman) and the Gotham police 
force, including idealistic officer 
John Blake (Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt). 

As Bane’s uprising gathers 
momentum, Bruce turns to tech¬ 
nical genius Lucius Fox (Morgan 
Freeman) and loyal board mem¬ 
ber Miranda Tate (Marion 
Cotillard) to protect his beloved 
Wayne Enterprises. 

Alas, money can only go so far 
and Bruce must don his cowl 
one final time, putting his life on 
the line to save the residents of 
Gotham, who had previously 
turned their backs on him. 


“I won’t bury you. I’ve buried 
enough members of the Wayne 
family,” warns Alfred, tears glis¬ 
tening. 

The Dark Knight Rises should 
satisfy ardent fans of the previous 
two instalments while delivering 
all of the slam-bang thrills 
required of a muscular summer 
blockbuster. 

Nolan effortlessly sustains ten¬ 
sion throughout, harking back to 
earlier episodes as he sews up 
some but not all of the sinewy 
plot threads. 

Heath Ledger’s Joker is notice¬ 
able by his absence and never 
mentioned. 

“The Batman has to come 
back,” whispers Commissioner 
Gordon at one point, echoing the 
sentiments of fans around the 
world. 

Some prayers are never 
answered.

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Sunshine on a shoestring

T HINK of holidays in Crete, 
or any of the Greek islands 
in fact, and busy beachside 
hotels and sea-view villas spring 
easily to mind. 

Filion Suites Resort & Spa, 
however, is nestled near the top 
of a small, sleepy valley, sur¬ 
rounded by nothing but farmland 
and overlooking the fishing vil¬ 
lage of Bali, a 15-minute drive 
away on the coast. 

Opened in 2010, the hotel 
was, for all intents and purposes, 
poised for rapid success with its 
modern, stylish decor, five-star 
standards and a picture post¬ 
card setting. 

Out of its owners’ control, 
though, was the financial crisis 
which was about to hit. Like

in visitors. 

For holidaymakers like me, 


especially with summer in Blighty 
being in a pretty dismal state, 
there is no greater draw than 
sunshine. 

Apart from, of course, sunshine 
on a budget - which is the spe¬ 
ciality of lowcostholidays.com, 
part of the Low Cost Travel 
Group which has been growing 
in success since its launch in 
2004, gaining a sizeable strong¬ 
hold on the European budget 
sunshine breaks market. 

Optimistically, I pack two bot¬ 
tles of factor 25. I could have

For everyone else, there are 
three decent-sized pools sur¬ 
rounded by sun-loungers, situat¬ 


ed within easy reach of the bar. 

Our superior double is spa¬ 
cious, air-conditioned and com¬ 
fortable and has everything we 
need. Our private balcony looks 
out over the pool area, valley 
and sea beyond. 

Staying half-board means 
breakfast and dinner at the hotel 
is included. Both meals are 
served as buffets, and there’s a 
good choice for each. 

This holiday is all about relaxing 
and unwinding - the old-fash¬ 
ioned way. By lying back, feeling 
the rays on your skin, and 
indulging in simple pleasures. 

Every now and then the calm is 
interrupted by a sudden splash 
or a happy squeal.

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Go little

T HE URBAN environment 
is tough on small city- 
cars, but few are better 
equipped to deal with it than 
Toyota’s Aygo. Around since 
2005, its been much 
improved in recent times in 
the face of tough new com¬ 
petition, with a fresh look and 
even sharper running cost 
efficiency. In short, there’s 
plenty of life in it yet. 

First impressions are 
promising. You sit fairly high 
in the car and all-round visi¬ 
bility is good with only the 
thick C-pillars offering a blind 
spot. The driving position is 
good, the mirrors are clear 
and all of the controls are 
within reach. The steering 
wheel adjusts for rake, with 
the speedo binnacle moving 
with the column. Pop the key 
in, fire up the ignition and the 
1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol 
engine settles back to a 
modest background thrum. 

The spec sheet will tell you 
that this car will reach a top 


speed of 98mph and get to 
60mph from standstill in 
14.2s. What it won’t tell you 
is how nippy the car feels off 
the line, how it can change 
direction so quickly and how 
easy it is to park. It genuinely 
does feel idiot proof and if 
you specify it with the option¬ 
al MultiMode semi-automatic 
transmission, you won’t even 
have to worry about a clutch 
pedal. 

It’s in town that this car 
excels. The turning circle is 
just 4.73m, so throwing a 
sneaky U-turn to bag a park¬ 
ing spot is simplicity itself. It 
also means you can nudge 
into the very meanest parking 
spaces. The modest width of 
the Aygo also means that 
you don’t get those heart¬ 
stopping ‘will-l-won’t-l” 
moments when negotiating 
city width restrictions. 

As ever, the wheel-at-each 
corner proportions look just 
right and the facelifted front 
end isn’t trying too hard 
either. Echoing some of the 
features that characterise the 


larger Yaris supermini, there’s 
a wider front bumper, with 
integrated foglights at each 
corner and a big trapezoidal 
air intake. 

Up front, the look and feel 
of the fixtures and fittings has 
been improved with a 
smarter dark grey finish for 
the upper and lower dash¬ 
board sections, while there’s 
also a redesigned steering 
wheel finished with leather 
trim, plus paddle controls on 
the steering column for mod¬ 
els using the Multimode auto¬ 
mated manual transmission. 
The wheel itself still won’t 
adjust for reach though - only 
for rake. 

Prices range in the £8,500 
to £11,000 bracket and 
though there’s only engine on 
offer, the availability of both 
three and five-door body 
styles, plus a couple of trans¬ 
mission options mean that 
most buyers can be satisfied. 
There’s a £350 premium to 
go from the three to the five- 
door bodystyle. Oh and a 
£500 premium to progress 
from the five-speed manual 
gearbox to the five-speed 
MultiMode semi-automatic 
transmission that’s optional 
on all variants but the entry- 
level model. 

What can you expect for 


your money? Well, it’s a bit 
disappointing to find that the 
entry-level version does with¬ 
out basics like a rev counter, 
side rubbing strips and a 
50/50 split-folding rear seat 
(these of course fitted further 
up the range on plusher vari¬ 
ants like this one), but rather 
laudably, there’s a proper full- 
sized spare wheel fitted on 
every model. 

The Aygo has always been 
a cheap car to run and this 
improved model drives down 
day-to-day costs even fur¬ 
ther. Not only has the fuel 
economy improved but emis¬ 
sions have been pegged right 
back too. Choose a manual 
car and you’ll be theoretically 
able to achieve 65.7mpg on 
the combined cycle, which is 
pretty near the top of the 
citycar class and a useful 
improvement on the original 
Aygo models 61.4mpg 
showing. More significantly, 
emissions drop from 109 to 
just 99g/km, which puts the 
little Toyota into a bracket 
where road tax is free, as is 
entry to the London conges¬ 
tion charge zone. 

Insurance is rated at group 
3 on the 1 -50 groupings 
scale, which is a little dearer 
than the newest crop of rivals 
but again, not by enough to 


be significant. 

There aren’t many compa¬ 
nies that are as pragmatic as 
Toyota. It seems to come up 
with an eminently sensible 
solution to any given chal¬ 
lenge and in the Aygo, it has 
a citycar that for years was 
the best choice in its class. 
And today? Well, it may not 
suit you if you’re one of those 
citycar buyers always after 
the latest and greatest thing. 

If though, you put a bit of 
research into your buying 
decision, then this runabout 
starts to make sense. 

It isn’t perfect of course. 
There could be more room, 
both in the boot and for 
those on the back seat. But 
that won’t be a deal-breaker 
for many buyers in this seg¬ 
ment. Theyll be more inter¬ 


ested in running costs that 
are still top-class in this seg¬ 
ment. And it’ll be a nice 
bonus that the Aygo is fun to 
drive in a way that seems to 
have been excised out of 
some of its newer rivals, cars 
which feel efficient but are 
often strangely joyless. The 
1.0-litre engine still has real 
character, the interior still 
looks appealingly cheeky and 
residuals remain right up 
there with the best. 

In other words here’s a 
Toyota that can still appeal to 
the heart as well as the head. 
It feels a little classier than its 
design stablemates and it’s 
still one of the benchmarks in 
it’s class after years on the 
market. For a citycar of this 
kind, you can’t ask much 
more than that.

Eyes on the road 


A RECENT survey has revealed that one 
in ten motorists would fail their driving 
test if they were to sit it again, 
because of poor eyesight. This will not 
come as news to anyone who regularly 
uses the British road network. After all, 
though simple eye tests are a standard pro¬ 
cedure at the Driving Test Centre, there is 
still no compulsory re-test of a drivers sight 
until the age of 70

admit they don’t wear them at the wheel. As 
the number of drivers on our roads contin¬ 
ues to increase, the potential for accidents 
is also set to rise and, with that in mind, 
experts recommend the following advice: 

We are required by law to ensure we can 
read a number plate from a distance of 20.5 
metres (67 feet), and can see clearly out of 
the corners of our eyes. The Drivers Medical 
Branch of the DVLA therefore advises that 
we have our eyes professionally tested 
every two years. 

Every day, tens of thousands of short 
sighted people take to our roads, having 
forgotten (or chosen) not to wear their 
glasses. The majority do not realise that in 
doing so, they are breaking the law. If that’s 
you, then try to always carry a spare pair in 
the car. After all, in some European coun¬ 
tries, this is a legal requirement. 

If you wear contact lenses, the chances 
are your eyes will grow tired more quickly on 
a long journey, so it would be worth switch¬ 
ing to a pair of glasses, until reaching your 
destination. 

Some spectacles are better than others 
for driving. The trendy models with rimless 
designs, and those with particularly thin 
rims, are actually the most suitable, as they 



allow greater all-round vision. 

To reduce glare from the sun and from the 
lights from on-coming traffic, anti-reflection 
coatings can be applied to any lenses. This 
will help you to see more clearly, especially 
when driving at night. 

The Highway Code states that tinted 
glasses and tinted motorcycle helmet visors 
must never be worn after dark. Nor should 
they be worn in conditions of poor visibility 
such as heavy rain, fog and during snowfall. 

Like alcohol, some medicines not only 
impair vision, but can also slow down reac¬ 
tion times when driving. It’s therefore worth 
checking with your doctor whether a pre¬ 
scription is safe before taking to the wheel. 

The major problem is that in the majority 
of cases, motorists don’t even realise their 
eye sight is posing a danger, not just to 
themselves, but to other road-users. If you 
find yourself suffering from headaches, or 
feeling particularly tired when driving, the 
best thing you can do is visit an optician. It 
could save your life.
